TEN-YEAR DIPHTHERIA SURVEY 
SHOWS CANADA STILL HAS 
SOME SORE SPOTS 

In accordance with a resolution 
passed at its last annual meeting, 
the Health League of Canada has 
called the attention of the nine Pro- 
vinces to the possibility of compul- 
gory legislation in connection with 
diphtheria and whooping cough. 

The resolution stated that the in- 
cidence of both diseases in Canada 
was still far too high and put the 
League on record as advocating a 
continuous educational programme 
directed towards immunization again- 
st these diseases, ° 

In this connection it is interesting 
to review results of a diphtheria sur- 
vey conducted by the Immunization 
Division of the Health League for 
the years 1934 to 1948. inclugive. It 
was shown that at the end of 1948, 
Canada, on the whole, presented a 
fairly: good picture, but there still 
remained some adore spots which hurt 
the nation’s record as a whole, 

Survey statistics from 40 report- 
ing cities for 1934 revealed 1,073 
cases and 74 deaths compared with

The first Red Cross flag ever 
flown in Canada was displayed by 
Doctor (afterwards Major-General) 
George Sterling Ryerson, Serving as 
a. medical officer in the Riel Rebel- 
lion of 1885, he improvised the flag 
by using a square of white factory 
cotton and having a red cross rough- 
ly sewn on it, It was attached to his 
hospital wagon, The flag is now 
among the treasured possessions of 
the Museum of the Toronto Public 
Library. 

They are responsible for keeping the 
ambulances well cared for and disin- 
fected. : 

The Canadian Red Cross, next to 
the Dominion Goverriment, is one of 
the largest purchasers of food and 
commodities on the Canadian market, 
Since watr’s beginning, over 74,000 
tons of food alone have been sent to 
Allied prisoners of war in weekly 
food parcels. at a cost of more than 
$37,000,000. 

In the first four years of the pre- 
sent war the Canadian Red Cross 
shipped a total of 28,713,282 articles 
overseas, packed into’ 792,165 cases, 
In the year 1943 alone, more cases 
of supplies and comforts were des- 
patched abroad than in the entire 
four years of World War 1, when the 
accumulated total was 341,325 cases. 

“Water is our big problem,” writes 
a Canadian Red Cross Welfare Of- 
ficer from a military hospital in 


France where she is serving with’ 


the Canadian Red Cross Corps, “We 
go for days, sometimes, without any 
to drink or wash with, I went to a 
party one night when I hadn't wash- 
ed for two days. I managed to get 
some cold tea to wash my flesh with

Canada will supply the United 
States government with frozen dres- 
sed poultry in a quantity up to 30,- 
000,000 pounds this year.

TIME TQ START PLANNING

ning. No two plants, either flower 
or vegetable, are exactly alike.. Some 
grow quickly, some do not, Some.
